The ancients used 
the sun dial, the water glass and the hour 
glass; and later on, it is said, that people 
employed candles which burned but an 
ho ur apiece. 
Finally a machiue which 
was run by weights was employed; and 
then Italy inv ented and no rthern Europe 
perfected, the tall and solemn style of 
clock which they put on the 
landings of 
the staircases and in the lowers of the 
cathedrals. 
It is said that there is now, a 
sort of a clock , *»u ancient affair, in 
Dov er Castle which was made in 1348. 
The pendulum was first tho ught of for the 
purpose of tim ek eeping about the year 
1689, and utilized in London in 1641 
These old clock s were clumsy and ?’l 
regulated affairs. 
Each was made by it 
self, and based upon a fresh set of abti.ise 
and interm inable calculations 
as to the 
length o f pendu’um and speed of 
wheels, 
and requiring almost as m aay special ob 
serv ations of its motion by the mak er, 
before it would go right, 
as is expected 
b t the N av al Observ atory upon a special 
star before its po sition in the heav ens is 
finally and authorativ ely put down upon 
the charts- 
The early clock s in America 
w ere a!! im ported from England aud the 
N etherlands, and were costly 
pieces of 
furniture; and indeed the prices are still 
k epi well up, owing to the numerous in 
d iv i4 a« lro f esthetic m inds who are en 
gage now in the « deuce of chronometers.

City, Nov . 6.—The follow­ 
ing statem ent from President Cleveland in 
regard to the reorganization of the civil 
service commission was given out T hurs­ 
day ! The reorganization of the civil service 
commission was m ade necessary b y the res­ 
ignation of the mem b ers of the old b oard. 
In such reorganization is seemed to me 
tha t friends for the 
cause 
could 
b e 
made 
in 
the 
party 
to 
which 
I b elong, 
and 
which 
is 
a t 
present 
to a large extent charged w ith the enforce­ 
m ent of the law, b y changing the political 
complexion of the commission. 
This view, 
I think, was shared b y all the old com m is­ 
sioners, and the change has thus fa r pro­ 
gressed with nothing b ut the b est feeling, 
as far as I know, on their part. In the selec­ 
tion of the new commissioners there were 
so m any different qualifications which I 
deemed desirab le 
tha t 
I 
have 
found 
it is no easy m atter to fill tb e positions with 
men who would comb ine tho elementsjwhich 
I consider most useful to the fair, honest, 
and successful enforcem ent of the law. 
Prom inent leaders in the civil service m ove­ 
m ent « trongly advised me to select one of 
the commissioners from the south. 
This I 
have done, and the person selected from 
that locality , 
I am quite certain, 
pos­ 
sesses 
all 
the 
qualifications 
for 
an 
efficient officer. 
Mr. Kdgerton I never saw 
until Thursday , and I don’t rem em b er that 
1 ever heard of him until Chief Justice 
W aite urged him upon m y attention as a 
most excellent m an for tho place.

Tight ahoosi an! corns » re a very p retty 
ex amp le of cau se and effect—a p ressing su b­ 
ject and a p ainfu l su bject, so close together 
that it is often difficu lt to remove the cau se, 
or, in other words, to take off the shoes. As 
for fremoving the cau si p ermanently by 
wearing only su ch shoes as are of the p ro|» er 
size and shap e, th at seems to be a condition 
affairs only to be fou nd in Utop ia and other 
p laces where they wear no shoes a t all. 
Bu t men will swear and women will woep 
from this cau se alone as long a* they kick 
against natu re by try ing to remodel their 
feet. 
The Chinese crip p le their feet more to 
their own satisfaction; bu t their ideas of the 
Imau tifu l ill natu re are on a level with their 
ideas of the beau tifu l in art. 
Every body 
knows th at the only way to remove corns 
l>ermanently is to wear shoos habitu ally 
which are large enou gh, and which conform 
p erfectly to the lines of the foot; bu t tb'wre 
whose p u rp ose doe:-« not ox tend bey ond get­ 
ting rid of the corns for the time being very 
often have ex aggerated idea* of the p ain 
and inconvenience created by removing 
them. 
In fact, when they are removed by 
a man with su fficient ex p erience and skill to 
be p rop erly qu alified, there i« no p ain what­ 
ever in the op eration. 


C O R N S 
O N 
T H E 
B O L E S . 
A skillfu l chirop odist, p lacing the p erson 
sffiicted in a high chair, and occu p y ing a 
low one lumaeif. takes the foot up on his 
knee, and by mean* of a small scap e! works 
arou nd the corn u ntil in abou t two minu te« 
it can be lifted out. 
Throu ghou t the op era­ 
tion the p atient lias no occasion even to 
wince. 
Corns on the sole» of the feet are 
very common with both sex es, and they are 
p erhap s the mo« fc p ainfu l. 
Freou ently they 
come from p egged shoe« . 
The moral is ob­ 
vious. 
Very few, ex cep t those afflicted, know 
what a bad case of corns some p eop le Lave. 
One chirop odist in this city has a p atient, a 
man whose feet had twenty corns on them. 
A gentleman who was treated recently had 
six on the bottom of the right foot. 
Many 
of which taken from that p art of the foot 
were over an inch in diameter. 
It is very 
ssldom that a man, when told by a chirop o­ 
dist th at he wears shoes too small for him, 
say s: 
“I never wore a tight p air of shoes 
in my life;” y st th at is what the Indie« 
almost 
invariably say . 
Then the doctor 
measu re« the foot and comp ares it with the 
measu re of the shoe. 
When he show« them 
that the shoe measu re Is smaller than tin 
foot measu re is 
smaller than 
the foot 
measu re, does that convince them* 
Not at 
all—there is simp ly a mistake 
in the 
measu rement. 
Home chirop odists show by a model the 
p osition of the foot when a high heeled shoe 
is worn. 
It su ggests tortu re. 
Huoh shoes 
►oeni to b o giving way to those which ars 
bu ilt more in accordance with reason, bu t 
they nro still worn by some and give rise to 
many seriou s female comp laint-. 
Every 
one thinks he knows how to p are his own 
nails, bu t in the m ajority of the case« ho is 
greatly mistaken. 
Ingrowing nails are ths 
resu lt frequ ently of su ch ignorance. 
The 
nails grow in p rop ortionate rap idity to tho 
growth of tho hair. 
The rap idity van» « , of 
course, in different p ersons, bu t the majority 
of |te q» le who have a p rop er regard for 
cleanUne-s p are their nails to* often, and. 
generally , iu nn imp rop er way . 
They cu t 
the corners of the nails. 
Chirop odists say 
that they should be cu t straight arrow, nnd 
that the corners shou ld never t*o rou ndel. 


I N G R O W I N G N A 1 1 <H. 
The neglect of this ru le is what cau se- in­ 
growing naiL. 
The objection is that it 
wears u u t stockings much faster than by 
roimding the nails; bu t it save« mu ch Mif 
feeing. 
When a case of ingrowing nail ha- 
once been well established, it will keep on 
u ntil the tiail force« it« way throu gh the -i 1 *> 
of tho toe. 
Sometimes it grows throo.;h 
and come* ou t a« near tho bottom of the t 
as the bone will allow. 
Tiino was when tho 
only known cu re for su ch a case wa« to sp lit 
the nail and tear it ou t, and this, too, before 
the merit« of chloroform wore known, as 
well as after tho discovery ; bu t now in the 
eve rest cases only a little cocaine is needed, 
and in the majority of cases the nail can be 
remove I p ainlessly withou t its aid. 
Chil­ 
dren often have severe caws of ingrowing 
nails. 
This is cau w l by p aring tho nails 
imp rop erly . Very recently a gentleman in 
this city had to take his two children, twin« , 
only 2 y ears old, to a ebirop wiist to be 
treated for that affliction. 
Colored stocking* are p retty , bu t they are 
bad for the feet, whatever the material and 
cost may ba 
Arsenic is an imp ortant in­ 
gredient iu the dy e whi$h golors theqj, and 


whether they are of Lisle thread or sQE, the 
dy e will stain the feet and eventually affect 
the blood. The high priced stockings, of 
course, hold the dy e better than the cheap 
ones, but a lady who visited a chiropodist a 
few day s ago ex hibited a foot which wne 
deeply stained, and she told him that the 
stockings which bad caused the discolora­ 
tion had oo*t her <00 a pair. 
The subject of corns would not occupy 
such an important plooe in the thoughts oi 
people if they would openly admit what the 
ch iro p o d ists declare—that the average man 
needs a shoe between No. 7 and No. V, and 
the average woman needs a shoe between 
No. 2j* and No. 4. The little No. 1 shoe, so 
cute and tiny , is a little leaven 
of misery 
that leavens the whole lamp. 


A C onfed erate M atch Factory .

The first match factory in the Confed­ 
eracy was in or rather near Atlanta. 
The 
owner was an Atlanta man. These matches 
were sold from Richmond to the gulf. 
Un­

six teen times and finally hit it on the head 
with a hammer, or light iAby the fire. 
His 
main trouble was to keep the thing from 
going off prematurely , and the only effect­ 
ual safeguard wa» 4o keep it in a bottle of 
water. 
They were the most utterly top previous 
matches ever seea in this or any other 
country . The enterprise was never profitable 
because half the stock was invariably lost 
by spontaneous combustion. 
Wagon-loads 
of matches on tbeir way from the factory 
to the city would burst into ablaze half way 
on the road, scaring the drivers and their 
mules out of tbeir senses.

It wa« then for the first time 1 
beard him called Old Abe. 
Old Abe as 
ap p lied to him seemed strange enou gh, as 
he wa« thou a y ou ng man only 38 y ears of 
age. 
One afternoon several of us sat on the 
sidewalk u nder the balcony in front of the 
Bherman bouse, and among the nu mber 
the accomp lished scholar and u nrivalel 
orator, 
Lisle 
Bmith. 
He 
su ddenly 
Interru p ted 
the 
conversation 
by 
ex ­ 
claiming. 
“There 
is 
Lincoln on 
the 
other side of the street! 
Ju st look at 'Old 
Abe!’” And from that time we all called 
him “Old Abe.” 
No one who saw him can 
forget hi« p ersonal ap p earance at that time. 
Tall, angu lar and awkward, he had on a 
short-waisted, thin swallow-tail 
coat, a 
short vest of the same material, thin p anta­ 
loons scarcely coming down to his ankles, a 
straw hat and a p air of brogan« , with 
W(*olen socks. 
Mr. Lincoln was alway s a great favorite 
with y ou ng men, p articu larly with 
the 
y ou nger member« of the bar. 
It was a p op ­ 
u larity not ru n after, bu t which followed. 
He never used the arts of the demagogu e to 
ingratiate himself with any p erson. 
Be­ 
neath his u ngainly ex terior he wore a golden 
heart,. 
He wa« ever ready to do an act of 
kindness whenever in his p ower, p articu ­ 
larly to the p oor and lowly .
